Walton said It will take 12 
men about three weeks to movo 
the 12,000 square yards of earth 
necessary for tho dam's con- 
struction. 

Walton received the contract 
on an open hid. Bids were open 
ed Monday and the award was 
announced Thursday evening. 
Walton said work will begin as 
soon as ■ he gets the go-ahead 
from the bureau, and tho con- 
tract has been confirmed, 

Gnry Paul, Burley, range con- 
servationist, said the bureau de- 
cided to hulld the dam to pro- 
vide emergency storage for tho 
Bergor pipeline system. 

He said the pipeline wis con- 
structed, for tho most part, dur- 
ing 1085, nnd contains more 
than 75 miles of pipe.

For their own protection and tho gen- 
eral benefit or the industry, Idaho pack- 
ers who use the trademarks should make 
absolutely certain tho stnmp is not im- 
printed on culls or inferior potatoes. 
Nothing would hurt the Idaho potato in- 
dustry more than someone bent on mak- 
ing n foiv.fast bucks* The industry has a 
good thing In, the .process and everyone 
concerned should .jiinke eV'eijL.cJfprt' to 
avoid upsetting the potato cart.

Changes in Idaho's constitution 
which would bo of benefit to 
citi/ens of the slate as well as 
to water conservation and busi- 
ness improvement in genornl, 
were outlined Thursday by Doug- 
las Kramer, - local attorney, ns 
poke to members of tho 
Twin Falls Kiwanis Club at the 
American Legion Hnll. 

'Kramer, . who is a member of 
Idaho's Constitution Revision 
Commission, was Introduced hy 
John" Cushmnn,- Kiwanis pro- 
gram chairman for the day. 

*l\c speaker- pointed out that 
the constitution of the state i^ 
73 years old and has been 
n mended 5!) times. Mosl amend- 
ments, he said, were Important 
nt the time they were passed 
but have done nothing concern- 
ing future situations. 

The Idaho -constitution' has 
some M, l)(H)_, words while the 
United States 'Constitution con- 
tains only.fiiOOO. 

As a result of these, numerous 
a mend mem s and llie fact, it is 
a hutiry instrument "we have not 
been allowed to do what n slate 
should do and as a' result the 
Ictlcral_i:uvernnientJliaa_inavt'cl 

Concerning Idaho's water, 
Kramer declared that '.'the 
state's constitution seriously 
hinders any attempts to be made 
by this stale, to conserve this 
wnter." 

Article R, Section 1 of the 
CntTstilution states that the leg 
islature shall not in any manner 
create any debt or liability ex- 
eding the sum of $2 million. 
This constitutional provision was 
passed in 1911 and il means that 
it would he extremely difficult, 
If not impossible, for the state to 
huild any reclamation project or 
other water project which could 
conserve and save our water 
— "Tht*Hs-«ne'of-the-rcnsans— wc 
nlways have to cry 'uncle' and 
throw ourselves on the mercy of 
the federal government. The fed- 

next move will be for the fed- 
oral -government to claim the 
water." 

As a commission member ho 
said he will recommend to the 
legislature that an amendment 
he submitted to the people to 
change this provision that he 
\vouhisuport- its passage. 

Tmr speaker discussed 'many 
peculiar- situations which are 
caused hy_U)Q numerous provi- 
sions -r many, outlived — in the 
staters constitution. For instance 
there is one which, if followed to 
the letter, would prohibit mem- 
bers of the I.DS. Church from 
voting or holding office in the 
state. 

This portion of the constitu- 



tion -dntes from early limes 
when there was a wave of pro- 
test against the Mormons who 
were "moving into' the state. It 
prohibits people who believe in 
"celestral marriage" from vot- 
ing or holding .office. 

This Torm of marriage — one 
which continues after death— is 
one of the beliefs of the Mormon 
church.
